And whereas theſe men ſay, that like as if a private man ſhould make his. infe- 
riour or equall-tobe his prince, he could not. after reſtraine the ſame againe & ſo 
neither the common wealth having once delivered away her authority: I anſwer 
firſt that the compariſon is not altogether like, for that a private man though he 
giveh is voice to make a Prince, yet he being but one maketh not the Prince wholy 
as the Common wealch.duth,and therefore no marvaile though. it lie not in a per- 

ticular mans hand to unmake him againe, beſides thie, a private man having given 

his voice to make his Prince remaineth ſubje& and inferiour to the ſame, but the 
whole body though ic be governed by the Prince as by the head, yet is ic not ine 

ſerĩour but ſuperiour to the Prince, neither ſo giveth the common-wealth her 

authority and power up to any Pr-uce,.: that ſhedepriveth her ſelfe utterly of the 

ſame, when need ſhall require to uſe it for, her defence for which ſhe gave 

it.

This Doue Alonſo was Son in law to the former K. Fauila, as Morales faith, for 
that he had his Daughter Er mentſenda in Marriage, and he was preferred before che Rings 
own ſonnes, only for that tkey were young and unable to govern, as the ſaid Hiſtoriogra- 
pher teſtifieth. And how well this fell out for the Common. Welth, and how excellent à 
King this. Den Alouſo proved, Alorales ſheweth at large, from the 10. Chapter of his 13. 
Booke until the 17. and Sebaſtianus Biſhop of Salamanca, that lived inthe time, 
writerk of his valiant acts he was ſurr ame d rhe great.

242. to wit, that the King of 4 
France in his Coronation is new apparalled three times in one day, once as 


aPricſt;-and then as 8 judge, and laſt as a King armed. Thereby to ſignifie 


three things committed to his charge, firſt Religion, then Juſtice, then man- 


hood and chivalry, for the defence of the Realme. . 


- 


_ Thisdivifion ſeemeth to ma very good and fit, and to comprehend all that 
a-weal-publick hath need of, for her happy ſtate and felicity, both in ſoule 
and body, and for her end, both ſupernaturall and natural. For by the firſt - 
Which is Religion, her Subjects do attaine unto their end ſpirituall and ſuper- - 
naturall, which is the ſalvation of their ſoules, and by the ſecond and third. 
whicharo juſtice and defence, they enjoy their felicity temporall, whickis - 


to livs in peace among themſelves, and ſafety from their enemies, for which 


cauſe it ſeemeth that theſe are the three points which moſt are to be regarded 
in every Prince, that commeth to government, and much more in him that is 
not yet admitted thereunto, but offereth himſelfe to the Common wealth for 


the ſame purpoſe. | 


And for that the latter two of theſe three points, which are juſtice and 
manhood, hath been often had in conſideration, in the examples of changes 


before mentioned, and the firſt point which is Religion, hath rarely or never 


at all been talked of, for that in former times the Prince and the people were 
alwayes of one and the ſame Religion, and ſcarce ever any queſtion or doubt 
fell in that bebalte (which yet in our dayes is the principall difference and 
chiefcſt difficulty of all other) for theſe cauſes (Hay) ſhall Iaccommodate my 
ſelfe ao the circumſtance of the time, wherein wee live, and to the preſent 


caſe/which is in queſtion bet wixt us about the ſucceſſion of Exglana, ind lea- 


ving alide thoſe other two conſiderations of juſtice and chivalry in a King, 
which are far lefle important then the other ( though yet ſo highly regarded 
by ancient Common wealths ) I ſhall treate principally of Religion, in this

All this I have alleaged to confute even by the principles of nature herſelf, 
the abſurd opinions of divers Atheiſts of our time, that will ſeeme to 
Politicks ,\ who affirme that Religion ought not tobeloy | 
Prince, or by the Parliament, as though it were rhei e, or the 
matter of 'molt i importance in his government , which youſe ſee how falſe and 
Impious it is, even among the Gentiles themſelves ; but much more among 
Chriſtians , who bave ſo much the greater obligation to take to heart this 
matter of Religion, by how much greater light and knowledge they have of 
God, and therefore wee fee that in all the Princes oathes which before you 
have heard recited to be made and taken by them at theiradmiſſion and co- 
ronation, the firſt and principall point of all other, is about Religion and 
maintainance thereof , and according to his oath alſo of ſupreame Princes, 
not only to defend and maintaine Religion by themſelves ia all their States;

This oath did all the Governours of Chriſtian Countries take in old time, 
when Chriſtian Emperors did flouriſh , and it hath remained for a Law and 
preſident ever fince to all Poſterity. 
And if we joyne this with the other oathes before ſet downein the fifth 
chapter, which Emperors ard Kings did make themſelves (unto their Eccle- 
ſiaſticall Prelates, at their firſt admiſſion) about this point ; we ſhould ſee no- 
thing was ſo much reſpected in admiſſion of a Prince or Governor (nor ought 
to be) as religion, for that( as I have ſaid before) this is the chiefelt, greateſt 
and higheſt end of every Common- wealth, entended both by God and na- 
ture, to aſſiſt their Subjects to the attaining of their ſupernaturall end, by ho- 
. noring and ſerving God in this life, and by living vertuouſly, for that other- 
wiſe God ſhould draw no other fruĩt or commodity out of humane Common= 
Wealths, then of an Aſſembly of brutiſh creatures, maintained only and go- 
- verned for to eats, drinke, and live in peace. 

- But the end ot man being far higher then this; it followeth that whatſogs 
ver Prince or Magiſtrate doth not attend with care to aſſiſt and helpe his ſub- 
jects to this end, omitteth the firſPand principall part of his charge, and com- 
mitteth high Treaſon againſt tis Lord and Maſter , in whoſe place he is, and 
conſequently is not fit for that charge and dignity,though he ſhould perform 
the other two parts never ſo well of temporall juſtice and valonr in his per- 

ſon, which two other,points do appertaine principally to the humane felicity 
and baſer end of mans weale publick, and much more of a Chriſtian. 
-Hereof it inſueth a!ſo that nothing in the world can fo juſtly exelude an 
Heire apparent from his ſucceſſion,as want of Religion, nor any cauſe what- 
- ſoeverJultifie and cleare the conſcience of the Common- wealth, or ot par- 
ticular men, that in this caſe ſhould refit his entrance, as if they judge him 
faulty in this point, which is the head of all the reſt, and for which all the reſt 
doe ſerve. NED 

I compare an heyre apparant unto a ſpouſe, betrothed only and not yet mar- 
ryed, to the Common wealth. Whicheſpoutall or betrothing, according to 
all law both divine and humane, may be broken and made voyd much eafier 
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and upon far leſſer eauſes then an actuall perte& marrying may, f which our 
Saviour himſclie ſaid, Arb. 14. 2 nos Dews ronjmuvi bm m ſcparur. Mar. 
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ine e o gentiles marr — ge- 
pncerneth the civill contract ) and afterward the one of them being made 
iſtian, the other will not live with him or her, or if he do, yet notwith- 
out blaſphe of God and tempting him to ſin : in this caſe (I ſay) the A- 
fee teacheth, and out of him the Canon law ſetteth it downe for a decree, 
4+ decret. Greg. tit.19.0. 7. That this is ſufficient to breake and diflolve 
utcerly this heathen marriage, although conſummate between theſe two par- Y 
tias and that the Chriſtian may marry againe, and this onely for the want of- 2 
Reli gion in the other patty, which being ſo in actuall marriage already made 4 
and conſummate, how much more may it ſerve to undoe a bare bethrothing, 
which is the caſe of a pretender onely to a Crowne. | | 
But you may ſay perhaps, that St. Pan ſpeaketh of an Infidel or Heathen; 

that denyeth Chrift -plainely, and with whom the other party cannot live, 
without danger of fin and loſing his faith, which is not the caſe of a Chriſtian | | 
Prines though he be ſomewhat different from me in Religion, to which is 3 
avſwered, that ſuppoſing there is but one only Religion that can be true a«- "62 
mong Chriſtians, as both reaſon and «Lebanon his Creed, doth. plainely 
teach us: and moreover ſeeing, that to me there can be no other faith or Re- 
ligion availeable for my ſalvation then only that which THEN beleeve;. 
for that my owne conſcience mult teſtifie for me, or againlt me : A. 23. 1

Cor. 8.:2, Cor. 5. 1. Pet.z. certaine it is, that unto me and my conſcience he 
which in any point beleeveth otherwiſe then I doe, and ſtandeth wilfully ina 


the ſame, is an Infidell, for that he deleeveth not that which in my faith and 
conſcience, is the onely and ſole truth, whereby he mult be ſaved. Mat. 18. 
And _ Saviour Chriſt bimfelfe in his Goſpel), doth will certaine men to 
be held for heathens, not ſo much for difference in faith and religion, as for 
lack of humility &-obedience tothe Church. how much more may I hold him 
ſo;that in my opinion is an enemy to the truth, and corſequently ſo long as 
ha ve this opinion of him, albeit his Religion were never ſo true, yet ſo long 
(Lay) as I have this contraty perſwaſion of him, I Mall doe againſt my eon- 
ſcience and ſin damnably in the fight of God, to prefer him to a charge where: 
he may draw many ot her to his owne error and perdition, wherein doe per- 
ſwade my ſelfe that he remainetbꝰ ä | 
This doctrine (which is common among all Divines Rom. 14) is ſounded 
upon that diſcourſe of 8, Paul to the Romans and Corinthians, 1. Cor. 1. & 10. 
againſt ſuch Chriſtians as being invited to the banquets and tables of Gentils 
and finding meats offered to Idols (whieh themſelves doe judge to be unlaws 
full to eate) did yet cate the ſame, both to the ſcandall of other inſirme men 
there preſent, as alſo againſt their owne judgement and conſcience, which: 
the Apoſtle ſaith, was a damnable fin, and this not for that the thing ia it ſelfe- 
was e vill or unlawfall, as he ſheweth, but for that they did judge it ſo, and 
yet did the contrary, Qui diſcernit ſi menducaverit dammatus eſt, faith the Apo- 
flee He that diſcerneth or make th a difference between this meat and others,

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owe confcience,judgement and beliefe, beleeving one thing A 
S. Chryſoſt. hom, 36. in hanc epiſtolam:Orig.d.,10.T heodor. in bunc loci 


ing our owne conſcience mult be our witnes at the laſt day, to condemne or deli 


ver us, as before I have ſaid, he muſt needs ſin grievouſly(or damnably as the Apo- 
Mehereſaith ) who committeth any thing againſt his owne conſcience, thou 
otherwiſe the thing were not onely indifferent, but very good alſo im it ſelfe, 
that ot the doers part there wanteth no malice or will to ſin, ſeeing he doth that 
which heapprehendeth to be naught, though in it ſelfe it be not. 82 
And thus much now for matter of conſcience: but if wee conſider reaſon of 
State alſo, and worldly pollicy, it cannot be but great folly and overſight for a 
man ot what Religion ſoever he be, to promote to a kingdome in which himſelſe 
muſt live, one of a contrary Religion to himſelfe; for let the bargains and agree» 


ments be what they will, and faire promiſes and vaine hopes never ſo great, yet 


ſeeing the Prince once made and ſetled, muſt needs proceed according to the prin- 
ciples of his owne Religion, it followeth alſo that he muſt come quickly to break 
with the other party, though before he loved him never ſo well, (which yet per- 
haps is very hard if not impoſſible for two of different religions to love fincerely) 
but if it were ſo; yet ſo many jealonhies, ſuſpitions, accuſations, calumniations & 
other averſions muſtneeds light upon the party that is of different Religion from 
the State and Prince, under whom heliyeth, as not onely he cannot be capable of 
ſuehpreferments, honours, charges, governments, and the like, which men ma 

deſerve and deſire in their Common wealths, but alſo he ſhall bee in nim 
danger and ſubject to a thouſand moleſtations and injuries, which are incident to 
the condition and ſtate of him, that is not currant with the courſe of his Prince 
and Realme in matters of Religion, and ſo before he beware, he commeth to be 
accounted an enemy or backward man, which to remedy he muſt either diſſemble 


deeply, and againſt His owne conſcience make ſhew to favour and ſet forward 


that which in his heart he doth deteſt ( which is the greateſt calamiry and miſery 
of all other, though yet many cimes not ſufficient to deliver him from ſuſpicion ) 
or el ſe to avoid this everlalting perdition, he mult breake with all the temporall 
commodities of this lite, and leave the benefits which his Conntrey and Realme 
might yeeld him, and this is the ordinary end of all ſuch men, how ſoft and ſweet 
ſpever the beginnings be.
